ON THIN ICE. 


In dealing with the canal tolls 
question the administration is face 


—

to face with a ticklish situation, 
und evidently realizes that fact. 


The senate has passed a bill for 
the tolls excmption of American 
vessels passing through the Pan- 
ama waterway, despite the fact 
that only a few days ago President 
Ijafding personally let it be known 
that it would please him if action 
upon the bill were deferred at 
least until after the conference for 
the limitation of armaments con- 
cludes its sessions, the president 
taking the position that affirma- 


tive action on the free tolls meas- | 
ure, or even agitation of the ques- 
tion prior to that time would com- 
plicate matters and seriously em- 
barrass the administration and 
make the wofk of the conference 
more difficult. 

The position expressed by the 
president is shared by others high 
in the councils of his party 

Their expressed fear of the con- 
sequences of the action taken. by 
the senate—especially if that ac- 
tion is concurred in by the house 
—is based upon reasons that are 
obvious, the main one being that 
Great Britain has officially pro- 
tested against the enactment of 
free tolis legislation by congress 
on the ground that it would be vio- 
lative of the rights claimed by that 
country under the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. 

Hence the danger of disturbing 
the cordial relations between Great 
Britain and the United Stajes, and 
‘uf foredooming to failure the in- 
ternational disarmament  confer- 
ence to which the whole civilized 
ywortd, the American public in par- 
ticular, is looking forward with 
such ndpetul longing for a diminu- 
tion of the hazard of another war. 

But the administration forces 
are at a serious disadvantage. 

In fact, it is pointed out to them 

by the pro-exemption forces of 
either party that their protests are 
inconsistent; and their hands are 
tied by the reason of the fact that 
one of the. planks in the platform 
upon which President Harding was 
elected puts the republican party 
on record as expressly recom- 
mending— 
“that all ships engaged in coastwise 
trade and all vessels of the Ameri- 
ean merchant marine shall pass 
through the Panama canal without 
payment of tolls.” 

They point also to the fact that 
in accepting the nomination for 
the presidency Candidate Harding, 
referring to that plank, made the 
statement that-- 

“T like that recommittal to 
thoughts of America first which 
pledges the Panama canal, an Amer- 
jean creatfon, to the free use of 
American ‘shipping. It will add to 
the American reawakening.” 

So the president is treading 
upon uncomfortably thin ice, con- 
fronted on one hand by the chal- 
lenge to fulfill a campaign prom- 
ise and make good a party obli- 
gation, and faced on the other by a 
possible imperiling of the success 
of the disarmament conference. 

Under these embarrassing cir- 
cumstances there is little the pres- 
ident can do except to suggest 
postponement of action on the ca- 
nai tolis matter until a more pro- 
pitious time—in the hope, perhaps, 
that it might eventually be per- 
mitted to go by the board and be 
forgotten. 

But he has done that, and his 
wishes have been utterly disre- 
gerded by the majority of the sen- 
ate, of which his party is in com- 
plete voting control. :

Not only is Obregon an advocate 
of the policy of disarmament as 
rapidly as national security will 
permit, but he is puttiag his pre- | 
cept into practice and leading the 
way by reduction of armaments at 
home, 

At @ recent national certennial 
dinner President Obregon declared 
that the aim of his government is 
“to employ fewer soldiers and 
more school teachers,” and for 
proof of his assertion and the sin- 
cerity of the government he point- 
ed to Mexico’s manifestation of, 
wholesome intentions “by § dis-: 
charging regiments and battalions, 
by increasing appropriations for | 
public instruction and by prepar- 
ing teachers and opening new 
schools.”

Nowadays the newspaper reader 
acquires a little information about 


new discoveries of seience about as 
soon as the discoveries are made, if 
not sooner. . 


It is quite a spell now since vita- 
mins were invented and we don't 
know what they are yet. Nochemist 
or physicist or physiologisf has iso- 


(iated or identified or described vita- 


mins, althouSh numerous merchants 
are marketing them. No chemist has 
found just what the pleasure is in 
tobacco, but a great many of’ us, 
users of it, are convinced it is there, 

‘‘andidly I don’t know just how 
many different vitamins there were 


at the last census by the scientists, 
but three kinds are distinguished by 
these titles: (1) Fat soluble A, or 
antirachitic factor (preventive of 
rickets); (2) Water soluble B, or 
antineuritic factor (preventive of 
ber beri, the multiple neuritis of the 
tropics); (3) Antiscorbutic factus 
(preventive ‘of scurvy). 

These food items contain fat sole 


uble A factor: Butter, cream, cod 
liver oil, mutton fat, beef fat or suet, 
pean oil, margarin in proportion ag 
t contains animal fat, nut butters, 
livers, kidneys, hearts, sweetbreads, 
brains, fish, fish roe, raw milk, fresh 
exgs, dried eggs, entire wheat (as it 
comes from the thresher), fresh raw 
cabbage, lettuce, spinach. These 
items are rot so rich in fat soluble 
A factor: Lean meat, condensed milk, 
cheese, potatoes, carrots, bananas, 
nuts. 


These foods contain water soluble 
5B factor: Fresh eggs, dried eggs, en- 


tfre wheat (unmilled grain), liver, 
brains, sweetbreads, bran, germi- 
nated cereals, nuts, yeast. These 
foods are not so rich in water sol- 
Potatoes, bananas, 
cabbage, lettuce, lean meat, milk. 


These foods are rich in antiscor- | 


butic factor: Raw cabbage, fresh 
lemon juice, fresh orange juice, to- 
mato juice (fresh or canned toma- 
toes), raw expressed juice of ruta- 
bagas. These items are not so rich 
in antiscorbutic factor: Apples, 
raspberries, fresh beans, germinated 
cereals, Jean meat, liver, raw milk, 
skim milk, fresh raw carrots, cook- 
ed potatoes. 


These items contain no vitamins at 
all: Lard, olive ofl, cotton seed oil, 


cocoanut oil, iWnseed oll, coco but- 
ter, hardened fats of animal or vege- 
table origin, margarin from vege- 
table fats or lard, cheese from skim 
milk, polished, rice, white wheat 
flour, pure corn flpur, custard pow- 
fiers, egg substitutes, pea flour 
(kilned), meat extract, beer.

recommendation for a parole by the 
prison commission in the case of J. 
M. Birchmore, of Greenville, who is 
now serving a sentence on a charge 
of embezzlement. 

Dr. McNaughton said he will make 
Atianta his future home, and will 
gO into the medicine manufacturing 
business here. 

“Il am very grateful to the news- 
papers of the state for the manner 
in whith they handled my case and 
also grateful to the many friends 
who stuck by me through my trou- 
bles,” he said. 

Dr. McNaughton was sentenced to 
be hanged in 1910 on a charge of 
killing Fred Flanders, at Swains- 
boro, by administering poison.

Flanders’ wife was 
jointly indicted on the charge, but 
was never tried. After three gov-

Act Raises Issue. 

A section of this act empowers 
the interstate commerce commission 
to “remove discriminations” against 
interstate commerce wherever they 
occur in intrastate rates, In many 
States where the intrastate rates 
allowed by the state commissioners 
were less than corresponding inter- 
states rates allowed by the LC.C., 
the railroads have complained that 
they were “a discrimination against 
interstate commerce,” and the I. C. 
C. has authorized the railroads to 
advance them, amd the federal 
courts have enjoined the state com- 
missions from preventing such rates 
being put into effect. Thus the 
transportation act raised an issue 
of state control versus federal con- 
trol that has become acute. '

eration, under this plan, but there- 
after the fare may be raised or low- 
ered, in accordance with the cost 
of operation, 

Mr. Weils, of Massachusetts, ex- 
plained the situation in Boston, 
where a public commission appoint- 
ed by the state is operating private- 
ly-ownes street railway systems. 
Mr: Wells stated that after the state 
had taken control it was necessary 
to raise the fare first to 7 cents, 
then to 8 cents, and then to 10 cents, 
which is the prevailing rate. In re- 
sponse to questions, he stated that 
Pthe traffic at first fell off when the 
fare was raised, but later it return- 
ed to normal, and today it has re- 
covered all losses and the people 
are paying the li-cent fare, as a 
matter of gourse, and without pro- 
test, ‘ 


A test case involving. the extent 
of the authority of the I. C. C. is 
pending before the United States 
supreme court, Mr. Benton showed. 
It is the Wisconsin case, and the 
legal representatives of 42 states | 
participag:d in the preparation of 
the brief upholding the rights of the 
state. commissions. 

“Whatever may be the. decision in 
that case,” said Mr. Benton, sum- 
ming up the-,situation, “your repre- 
sentatives did not fail to do what- 
ever lay within their power to per- 
petuate our form of government. I 
make thee statement in the lan- 
Guage because the case involves 
n@thing less fundamentally. If a 
federal commission ean be granted 
power to set aside intrastate rates, 
prescribed by the laws of a state, 
without proof that they ipterfere 
with the movement of interstate 
traffic, we would seem justifted in 
concluding there is no effective 
restraint in supposed constitutional 
limitations, and that the rapid con- 
centration of power in the federal 
wovernment may be expected to 
continue until we _eease to have a 
dual government in fact, although 
We may retain the form and ap- 
pearance af one.” 


Oppose Public Ownership. 


Public or government ownership 
of public utilities, either with pub- 
lic or private operations, was vig- 
orously oppused in the report of 
the public ownership and operation 
committee submitted Tuesday after- 
noon. 

The committee, avhose report was 
submitted after an exhaustive in- 
quiry into matters of government 
and private ownership both in the 
United States and abroad, went on 
record as favoring privately owned 
and privately operated public util- 
ities, with the proviso that all util- 
ities should have public regulation. 
Striking instances of the failure otf 
government ownership are cited. 

The report declares that “the 
public must be given fair and ade- 
quate servicé at a reasonable cost,” 
and that the safeguarding of these 
essential rights of the people make 
the existence of regulatory bodies 
& real necessity.

Washington, October 11.—Senator 
Harris, democrat, Georgia, today re- 
quested the department of agricul- 
ture to issue a statement of the 
estimate of cotton conditions at the 
same time the census bureaw makes 
public on October 18 the next gin- 
ner’s report showing the number of 
bales of cotton ginned in the new 
crop. The condition report issued 
October 1 was the last scheduled 
for the year. 

Director Steuart, of the census 
bureau, ts expected to recommend to 
the secretary of the agricultural de- 
partment that an accompanying 
Stat@ment be issued, “according to 
information given Senator Harris, 
and it is very likely, said the Geor- 
gia senator, that the department of 
agriculture will make some kind 
of statement, the scope of which 
has not been agreed upon. 

Senator Harris said he made the 
request because, if the next ginner’s 
report shows a large comparative 
amount of cotton ginned without 
an additional report estimating the 
proportion of the total crop ginned 
to that date, it might result in or- 
ganized effort of “bearish” specu- 
lative interests to depress the price 
of cotton. 

The agriculture department and ® 
census bureau have not announced 
what plans they have agreed upon.

“This was not 
done at my request, for I have never 
harmed a human being in my life, 
had absolutely no enemies and no 
cause to fear for my life.
